THE  Surgeons  and  Assistants  are 
to  wear  the  Uniform  of  the  Regiment; 
the  Coat  to  be  straight,  without 
Facings,  but  with  the  Regimental 
colour  for  Collar  and  Cuffs ;  and 
each  one  Epaulette  on  the  right 
Shoulder.  It  is,  however,  to  be  un- 
derstood that,  in  those  Battalions 
where  two  Epaulettes  are  worn  by 
the  whole  Corps  of  OfRcers,  the 
Medical  Staff  are  equally  to  wear 
them  ;  and  the  same  Rule  applies  to 
the  Cavalry. 

N.B.  The  black  Feather  ia  to  be  worn  by  M«?aical 
Officers  of  whatever  Rank.

^  His  Majesty  having  been  pleased 
to  approve  the  following  Regulations  for 
the  Use  of  Regimental  Hospitals,  His  Royal 
Highness  the  Commander  in  Chief  hereby 
enjoins  Commanders  of  Regiments,  of 
every  Description,  and  all  Regimental  and 
Assistant  Surgeons,  to  govern  themselves, 
in  their  respective  Duties,  touching  the 
Care  of  the  sick  Soldiers,  and  the  Ma- 
nagement of  the  Regimental  Hospitals,  in 
strict  Conformity  thereto.

REGULATION  S, 


Uoyal  Highness  the  Commander  in  intioduction. 
Chief  having  issued  the  most  positive  Or- 
ders to  all  Officers  commanding  Brigades 
and  Regiments,  to  give  very  particular  at- 
tention to  the  management  of  Regimental  - 
Hospitals,  it  becomes  our  duty  to  intro- 
duce such  Rules  and  Regulations  for  the 
interior  economy  of  the  sape,  as  may  best 
provide  for  the  health  and  comfort  of  the 
Soldier,  and  generally  secure  to  his  Majes- 
ty's Service  all  the  advantages  to.  be  expect- 
ed from  oui'  care  and  superintendance. 

The  following  Instructions,  dult/  at- 
tended to,  will  be  found  conducive  to  those 
desirable  and  important  objects. 

c  The 
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The  reports  of  the  visiting  Officer  and 
of  the  Surgeon  will  aftbrd  such  information 
to  the  Commanding  Officer,  as  will  satisfy 
him,  with  the  help  of  his  own  occasional 
visits,  that  the  several  Duties  of  the  Hos- 
pital are  duly  performed. 

It  is  required  of  the  Surgeon,  that  he 
shall  keep  a  correct  Journal  of  all  cases  ; 
which  will  furnish  to  the  Inspector  Ge- 
neral, or  his  Deputies,  the  best  evidence 
of  the  Surgeon's  diligence,  and  of  his  profes- 
sional skill. 


controui  of       All  Regimental  Hospitals  are  under  the 

toe  Hospital.  . 

immediate  du'ection  of  their  respective  Sur* 
geons,  subject  nevertheless  to  the  general 
superintendance  and  controui  of  the  In- 
spector Gener-al  of  Army  Hospitals,  and 
of  any  other  Officers  of  the  Medical  Staff, 
who  may  be  ordered  to  inspect  the  same 
from  time  to  time.  They  are  to  see  that 
every  part  of  the  Hospital  regulations  has 
been  observed, — to -assist  with  their  advice 
the  attewding  Surgeon, — to  correct  errors 
/  and  to  propose  to  the  Officers  commanding 

Brigades  or  Regiments,  such  further  im- 
provements as  they  may  deem  necessary, 
for  the  benefit  of  the  sick  and  of  the  ser- 
vice. 


When 
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When  a  Regiment  is  divided  and  sta- 
tioned in  diflerent  quarters,  the  Medical 
Staff  is  to  be  equally  distributed,  that  as 
few  detachments  as  possible  may  be  left  to 
the  care  of  country  practitioners. 

Each  Regiment  of  500  effective  men  and 
upwards,  should  be  provided  with  a  Sur- 
geon and  two  Assistant  Surgeons. 

The  station  of  the  Surgeon  is  always  to  |^5ic7su£ 
be  at  the  Head-.qu9,rters  of  his  Regiment. 
If  the  Regiment  be  divided  in  canton- 
ments, the  first  Assistant  Surgeon  is  to  be 
placed  with  the  strongest  detachment,  and 
the  second  Avith  the  Ei,ext  in  succession  in 
point  of  numbers ;  and  in  no  case,  where 
the  Regiment  is  thus  divided,  and  the  Sur«» 
geon  present,  should  either  of  the  Assis- 
tants be  allowed  to  remain  at  Head-quar- 
ters. 


The  spirit  of  this  regulation  should  ex- 
tend to  the  divisions  of  a  Regiment  on  its 
march ;  and  it  is  here  of  consequence  that  o  n  a  March, 
the  Surgeon  himself  should  accompany  the 
last  division ;  as  well  to  ascertain  the 
diligence  of  the  Assistant  Surgeons  who 
have  gone  before,  £^s  to  give  the  best  di- 

c  2  rections 
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rections  for  the  Sick  who  may  from  neces- 
sity be'  left  behind. 

The  Quarters  of  one  of  the  ?^Iedical  Of- 
ficers of  the  Ilegiment  should  be  always 
near  the  Hospital,  and,  when  encamped, 
one  of  them  is  to  sleep  in  Camp. 

^eutx  °^ Leave  of  absence  to  the  Medical  Stafi'  of 
Regiments  must  be  regulated  by  the  Com- 
mander in  Chief's  order  of  the  3d  Febru- 
ary .1803.    (See  Appendix,  No.  1.) 

Barrack  Hos-  -,Yhen  a  Regiment  is  in  Barracks,  a  Hos- 
pital is  required  to  be  provided  and  pro- 
perly supplied  with  furniture,  bedding,  and 
utensils,  by  the  Barrack  Department,  ac- 
cording to  the  regulation  and  the  estab- 
lished schedule  from  that  office,  (App. 
No.  2.)  In  other  situations,  the  Surgeon 
will  resort  to  his  own  Regimental  Stores, 
which  he  is  on  no  account  to  increase  or 
reiolenish  without  previous  permission ; 
and,  once  a  year  at  least,  he  will  make  a

G  eneral.

look  out  for  a  house  suitable  to  thestreno-th 
of  the  Regiment,  in  a  dry  situation  and 
with  good  water  ;  but,  before  he  engages 
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it,  he  must  state  to  the  Inspector  General 
of  Army  Hospitals,  its  rent  and  situation, 
uitli  the  number  and  size  of  the  rooms — 
what  wards  have  lire-places,  and  how  ma- 
ny beds  each  room  will  contain. — ^Without 
this  preliminary  measure  and  the  sanction 
of  the  Inspector  General  first  obtained,  no 
charge  for  a  hired  house  will  be  allowed, 
unless  very  pressing  emergency  shall  justify 
a  departure  from  this  regulation,  and  which 
must  be  stated  in  the  first  Weekly  Return. 

In  Barrack  Hospitals,  straw  to  fill  the 
palliasses  is  to  be  provided  by  tlie  Barrack 
Department ;  but  in  the  hired  Hospitals, 
it  is  to  be  purchased  by  the  Surgeon,  and 
to  be  charged  as  a  Contingency  in  his  next 
Weekly  Return. 

No  Hospital  is  to  be  engaged  for  a  long- 
er term  than  by  the  week  ;  and,  to  obviate 
every  unnecessary  increase  of  Hospital 
Baggage,  the  Landlord  should  be  required 
to  provide  the  equipments  of  fire-irons, 
tables,  and  forms,  or  they  must  be  hired 
elsewhere  at  a  weekly  charge. 

^  The  establishment  of  Hospital  Servants 
gives  for  a  Regiment  of  500  men  and  up- 
wards,  one  Nurse  at  Is.  one  Serjeant  at  6d. 

and 
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and  one  Orderly  at  4d.  per  day  this  i« 
understood  to  be  the  maximum  of  Expence 
to  be  generally  brought  against  the  Public 
under  that  head.  In  battalions  of  inferior 
numbers,  the  expence  of  Hospital  Atten-. 
dants  must  be  regulated  in  due  proportion 
to  their  strength.  If,  from  u.nusual  sick- 
ness, further  assistance  be  necessary,  ap-. 
plication  must  be  made  to  the  Inspector 
General  for  his  approval  of  it,  unless  the 
pressure  of  the  moment  will  not  wait  for 
such  sanction  ;  but  the  necessity  must  be 
then  stated  in  the  next  Weekly  Return. 

This  regu^lated  allowance  is  intended  for 
an  entire  Regiment :  when  the  Regiment  is 
separated,  the  Surgeon  is  expected  to  ex- 
ercise his  discretion  in  dividing  and  ap- 
portioning the  ordinary  expence  of  the. 
whole,  in  such  a  way  as  to  meet  the  exi- 
gencies of  all.  Thus,  in  the  situation  of  a 
Regiment  detached  in  three  parts,  it  is  ad- 
visable to  discontinue  the  Nurse,  and  to 
employ  three  Orderlies,  in  her  stead  ;  and, 
by  so  doing,  to  give  a  due  proportion  of 
assistance  to  each  Detachment, 

The  Serjeant  is  to  take  charge  of  the 
bedding,  utensils,  and  other  Hospital 
Stores,  and  be  himself  answerable  to  the 

Surgeon, 
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Sui'f^eon,  who  of  course  is  responsible  to 
the  Public,  for  any  damage  or  lossv 

This  non-commissioned  Officer  should  Duties  of  the 
be  very  active  and  of  good  character.  He 
should  be  selected  by  the  Surgeon,  with 
the  approbation  of  the  Commanding  Offi- 
cer, and  be  exempted  from  other  military 
duties  ;  nor  should  he  be  removed,  except 
in  cases  of  misconduct  or  inefficiency.  He 
is  to  go  round  at  periods  fixed  by  the  Sur- 
geon for  administering  Medicines  and 
Nourishment,  and  to  see  that  the  Nurse 
and  Orderly  Man  punctually"  give  to  the 
Patients  what  has  been  directed  by  the  Sur- 
geon : — he  is  likewise  to  observe  that  the 
Wards  are  kept  clean,  and  that  every  Nui- 
sance be  removed  as  soon  as  possible.  He 
is  to  see  that  every  Patient  has  his  face  and 
hands  washed,  and  his  hair  combed  and 
tied,  before  the  Surgeon  visits  the  Hospi- 
tal ;  and  those  men  who  are  able  to  sit  up 
are  regularly  to  fold  up  their  bedding,  and 
to  sweep  under  their  beds  every  morning 
by  six  o'clock  in  summer,  and  eight  in  win- 
ter :  they  are  likewise  to  separate  their 
bedding,  and  to  air  it  every  day  two  hours 
in  fine  weather.  -  v 


As- 
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As  quietnes.=<  and  rest  arc  absolutely  re- 
quired in  Hospital,  great  care  is  to  be  ta- 
Iven  that  every  duty  be  performed  with  the 
least  possible  noise,  and  that  at  night  the 
house  be  perfectly  quiet.  Every  man  must 
be  in  his  bed  by  eight  o'clock  in  winter, 
and  nine  in  summer ;  and  no  conversation 
should  be  permitted  after  that  time. 

The  Serjeant  is  to  superintend  the  clean- 
ing of  the  Wards  early  every  morning,  and 
as  frequently  during  the  day  as  circum- 
stances may  render  it  necessary.    The  per- 
nicious custom  of  washing  floors,  and  co- 
vering them  with  sand  or  saw-dust,  parti- 
cularly during  the  wintei',  is  positively  for- 
bid ;  and  (as  a  far  preferable  mode  of 
cleaning)  dry  rubbing  should  be  substitu- 
ted,   by  means  of  the  scrubbing-brush 
moimted  on  the  heavy  block.    The  Ser- 
jeant should  go  every  morning  and  even- 
ing round  the  Wards,  attended  by  the  Or- 
derly Man,  to  call  a  roll,  and  report  to  the 
attending  Medical  Officer,  at  the  first  vi- 
sit, such  men  as  were  found  absent ;  and 
whether  the  Plospital  was  regular  and  in 
good  order. 

The  duty  of  the  Orderly  Man  is  to  as- 
sist the  Nurse,  by  attending  the  sick,  ad- 

ministerino; 
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ministering  the  medicines  and  comforts,  and 
keeping  the  Wards  clean. 

The  Commanding  Officer  should  be  ap-  Sentries, 
plied  to  for  a  guard,  in  order  to  furnish 
Sentries  to  the  Regimental  Hospital,  or  to 
the  Hospital  Tent ;  which  Sentries  are  to 
be  directed  to  admit  no  person  but  the 
Staff,  the  Officers  of  the  Regiment,  and 
those  immediately  employed  in  the  Hospi- 
tal;— they  are  to  be  particularly  careful  in' 
preventing  liquor  or  any  other  articles 
from  being  carried  into  the  Hospital,  with- 
out the  Surgeon's  permission  ;  nor  are  they 
to  allow  any  Patient  to  go  out  (to  the  Ne- 
cessary excepted)  without  a  Ticket  of 
Leave  from  the  attending  Surgeon. 

When  a  Regiment  is  encamped,  a  Hos-  Hospital  Tent^ 
pital  Tent  will  be  allowed,  unless  a  -  conve- 
nient house  for  the  purpose  can  be  procu- 
red in  the  vicinity ;  and  when  the  Hospi- 
tal Tent  is  the  sole  accommodation  for  the 
Sick,  a  Hut  ought  to  be  constructed  by  a 
fatigue-party  of  the  Regiment,  to  answer 
the  purposes  of  a  cooking  and  messing  room. 
A  trench  is  to  be  dug  round  the  Tent,  for 
carrying  off  the  water. 


Bedsteads 
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Bedsteads  arc  too  Iieavy  an  incumbrance 
for  the  ordinary  e(iuipinci)t  of  a  Regimen- 
tal Hospital ;  wliich  either  in  the  field,  or 
in  a  hired  house,  may  be  otherwise  accom- 
modated. 

In  a  hired  house,  where  the  floors  are 
kept  clean  by  the  use  of  the  dry  scrubbing 
brush,  the  Sick  may  be  sufficiently  protect- 
ed by  one  or  more  straw  mats  between  the 
floor  and  the  palliasse ;  and  in  the  liospi- 
tal  Tent,  the  Patients  may,  within  a  short 
space  of  time,  and  at  the  most  trifling  ex- 
pence,  be  placed  on  temporary  bedsteads, 
after  the  manner  that  has  of  late  been  re- 
commended, and  is  described  in  the  plan. 
^  (See  App.No.  1 1.)  Some  faggot- wood, drawn 
from  the  Commissai-y  by  a  requsition  from 
the  Commanding  Officer,  witli  a  few  nails, 
is  all  that  is  required. 

The  windows  of  the  Hospital  Tent  to  be 
opened,  and  the  walls  to  be  lowered  every 
day,  to  admit  fresh  air  ;  and,  during  that 
period,  the  beds  of  the  Convalescents,  and 
of  others  who  are  able  to  sit  up  during  the 
day,  are  to  be  made,  and  the  palliasses  to 
be  occasionally  scoured  with  soap  and  wa- 
ter, under  the  special  direction  of  the  Sur- 
geon,   Rugs,  blankets,  &c.  in  fine  weather, 

to 
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to  be  constantly  hung  out  on  bushes,  or  tO' 
be  aired  on  tlie  dry  ground. 

The  Wards  arc  to  be  frequently  fu-  Fuiui-:.tion. 
migated  with  nitric  acid,*  and  the  plas- 
p  2  tared 


Put  half  an  ounce  of  Vitriolic  Acid  into  a  cruci- 
ble, or  into  a  glass,  or  cliina  cup,  or  deep  saucer  ;  warm 
this  over  a  lamp,  or  in  heated  sand,  adding  to  it,  from 
time  to  time,  some  Nitre,  or  common  Salt:  these  ves- 
sels should  be  placed  at  twenty  or  thirty  feet  distance 
from  each  other,  according  to  the  height  of  the  cieling, 
or  virulence  of  the  contagion.  In  Hospitals  or  Prisons, 
the  Lamps  or  Vessels,  containing  heated  sand,  may  bo 
placed-  on  the  floor  ;  the  fumigating  Lamps  of  Moser 
may  be  employed  for  this  pui-pbse,  although  they  ^s'ould 
answer  much  better  if  the  saucer  was  deeper,  and  if, 
instead  of  a  place  for  a  lamp,  there  was  a  Box  proper 
for  containing  hot  sand,  in  which  the  saucer  might  be 
placed  ;  as  fumigating  with  Nitrous  Acid  is  attended 
with  no  inconvenience,  and  as  the  process  is  so  simple, 
and  the  materials  so  cheap,  it  should,  aS  a  means  of 
prevention,  be  employed  for  some  hours  every  day,  in 
1'ransports  having  Troops  on  board,  or  in  crowded 
I  lospitals  ;  and  if  there  is  any  appearance  of  Contagion, 
the  Fumigation  should  be  executed  with  more  care  and 
attention,  and  the  Vapour  confined  for  several  hours  at 
a  time.    Fumigating  Vessels  or  Lamps  should  also  be 

*  As  the  quantity  of  Vapour  depeuds  in  some  measure  ou  the 
sui  face,  it  is  better  to  liavc  the  Vitriohc  Acid  put  in  a  number  ol' 
small  vessels,  than  in  one  or  two  large  ones  ;  besides,  in  this  way, 
it  has  the  advantage  ol'  being  diffused  more  readily  in  any  giveu 
space. 

Sec  Dt.  Carmichad  Smilh,  on  ^'Urom  Vnpour, 
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tered  walls  to  be  occasionally  white-wash- 
ed ;  but  this  last  is  not  to  be  done  in 
a  hired  Hospital,  without  the  knowledge 
and  approbation  of  the  Commanding  Of- 
ficer ;--and,  in  a  Barrack  Hospital,  a  due 
requisition  for  it  must  be  made  to  the  Bar- 
rack Master,  who  will  have  it  executed. — 
The  sides  of  the  Wards  (when  of  wood) 
may  be  occasionally  scoured  with  soap  and 
water ;  but  the  floors  should  be  generally 
kept  clean  by  constant  dry  rubbing,  as  be- 
fore directed. 

Every  Patient,  on  his  admission  into  the 
Hospital,  should  (if  possible)  be  previous- 
ly inspected  by  one  of  the  Medical  Staff 
of  the  Regiment ;  and  his  whole  body  be 
made  >  extremely  clean  with  warm  water  and 
soap  : — he  should  put  on  a  clean  shirt,  and 
the  clothes  he  had  w'orn  be  purified.

Men  with  the  itch  should  be  cured  in  a 
separate  Tent  in  summer,  or  in  a  separate 
room  of  the  Hospital ;  such  men  should 

each 


placed  contiguous  to'the  Hammocks  or  Reds  of  Pei-son^ 
affected  with  any  contagious  or  putrid  Distemper,  wIict 
ther  Fever  or  Pysentcry. 
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each  bring  a  clean  shirt  for  a  change  after 
they  are  cured  ; — ^four  frictions,  or  smear- 
ing the  body  all  over  four  times,  at  six  hours 
distance,  with  the  sulphur  ointment*  (keep- 
ing in  bed  the  whole  time)  will,  in  most 
instances,  eradicate  the  complaint.  They 
must  then  be  well  washed  with  warm  water, 
and  put  on  clean  linen  and  clothes.  When- 
ever this  complaint  prevails  in  a  Regiment, 
there  is  to  be  a  weekly  inspection  of  all 
the  men,  by  the  Surgeon  or  Assistant  Sur- 
geon ;  nor  should  this  weekly  examination 
be  confined  to  this  point  alone,  as  it  is  of 
consequence  by  frequent  inspection  to 
make  early  detection  of  sore  legs,  as  well 
as  of  venereal  complaints. 

Punished  men  should,    if  possible,  be  PunUiied iMim. 
placed  in  a  separate  Ward,  and  their  linen 
be   frequently   changed.    Their  bedding 
should  be  protected  by  a  guard  of  oil-cloth 
under  the  sheet. 

Every  Patient  to  be  provided  with  a  ^ 
clean  shirt  and  a  clean  pair  of  stockings  (if

The  Patients  should  be  shaved  at  least 
^  ticke  a  week,  and  other  personal  cleanli- 

ness be  observed,  as  before  directed. 

iufcctious  Bis-  n^en  with  infectious  diseases,  putrid 

fevers,  fluxes,  small-pox,  or  measles,  whose 
situation  will  admit  of  Removal,  should  be 
immediately  sent  from  Camp  or  Barracks, 
to  a  separate  house  ;  or,  in  certain  cases 
of  exigency,  to  a  Hospital  Tent.  Upon 
the  death  of  a  Patient,  the  whole  of  the 
bedding,    after  being  steeped  in  running 
water,  or  in  a  tub,  should  be  dried  by  the 
heat  of  an  oven,  and  afterwards  washed 
with  soap  and  boiling  Avater,  before  it  is  ci- 
ther used  again,  or  put  into  the  regimental 
Store  :  the  like  should  be  done  with  the 
bedding  of  the  whole  Ward.    The  straw 
about  the  bed  of  a  man  who  dies  to  be  ta- 
ken out  and  burnt,  and  the  place  or  bed 
where  he  lay  to  be  well  scoured  with  soap 
a?Kl  hot  water.

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In  all  cases  of  this  sort,  and  particularly 
after  the  removal  of  a  Corpse,  4he  Ward  is 
to  be  well  fumigated. 

No  packs,  &c.  to  be  permitted  to  hang  Charge  of  th? 
up,  or  lay  in  the  Wards.  The  Non-com- 
missioned Officer  attending  the  Hospital  is 
required,  on  the  admission  of  the  Patient, 
to  take  charge  of  his  Necessaries,  and  is  to 
be  responsible  for  them.  The  Pack  should 
be  regularly  ticketed  ;  and  on  no  occasion 
is  a  Patient  to  have  access  to  his  Pack, 
without  the  knowledge  and  permission  of 
the  Serjeant.  The  Hospital  is  never  to  be 
be  crowded — every  man  to  have  at  least  the 
space  of  five  feet  allotted  to  his  bed,  and 
each  man  a  bed  to  himself. 

Men,  when  become  convalescent,  should  Convaiescfnt^ 
not  be  reported  too  soon  for  duty. 

The  Surgeon  is  to  be  always  in  posses-  luahumenta^ 
sion  of  a  complete  set  of  Instruments,  pro- 
vided at  his  own  expence,  agreeable  to  the 
List  in  the  Appendix,  No.  3. 

Regiments  will  be  provided  with  Hospi-  hospital  utcn^ 
tal  Necessaries  and  Utensils,  in  proportion 
to  their  strength,  on  a  due  requisition  to 
this  Office.  The  Scliedule  (No.  4)  gives 
a  List  of  the  established  Articles  ;  and  for 
tiie  more  ready  conveyance,  as  well  as  bet- 
ter 
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ter  preservation  of  them,  ,they  have  been 
foriiied  into  one  or  more  Canteens,  suitable 
to  the  strength  of  the  Regiment,  and  the 
exigencies  of  Detachments. 

Ho,pitu]l3uub.  The  regimental  Surgeon,  or  assistant 
Surgeon,  must  regularly  visit  the  Hospital, 
at  least  twice  every  day,  and  keep  a  Book 
of  the  Admissions,  Discharges,  and  the 
cases  of  the  Patients  ;  in  Which  the  name, 
age,  disease,  diet,  and  treatment,  are  to  be 
fully  inserted,  subject  to  the  call  of  the  In- 
spector General  of  Army  Hospitals,  or 
Commanding  Officer  of  the  Regiment. 

^^'^  regimental  Surgeon  is  to  pay  parti- 
cular attention  to  the  examination  of  Re- 
cruits, and  be  careful  not  to  certify  for  any 
man's  fitness  to  serve,  into  whose  state  of 
health  he  has  not  regularly  enquired  ;  and 
who  has  not,    at  his  examination,  been 
stripped  of  all  his  clothes,  to  ascertain  that 
lie  has  no  Rupture  or  scrophulous  affection 
of  the  glands ;  that  he  has  the  perfect  use 
of  his  eyes  and  ears,  and  the  free  motion 
of  every  joint  and  limb ;  that  he  has  no 
sore  leg,  or  diseased  enlargement  of  bones 
or  joints  ;  that  his  appearance  is  generally 
healthy,  and  that  he  is  neither  consump- 
tive, or  subject  to  fits  ; — ^with  any  of  these

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Defects,  the  man  is  to  be  reported  as  unfit 
for  Service. 


^  To  obviate  contagion,  or  check  its  ^^"^^'^  ^"'p^'^- 

lionot  Barracks 

spreading  influence,  the  Surgeon  should  ^"'^  Quarters, 
make  frec|uent  Inspections  into  the  state  of 
the  Barracks,  and  of  their  environs  : — he 
should  see  that  all  due  cleanliness  be  pre- 
served within,  and  that  no  nuisances  exist 
without;  that  the  Ventilators  or  Air-bar- 
rels be  not  shut  or  obstructed,  and  that  the 
Mess-rooms  be  not  made  use  of  for  wash- 
ing or  drying  Linen. 

It  is  likewise  an  essential  part  of  the 
Surgeon's  duty,  when  the  Regiment  is  ac- 
commodated by  Billets,  to  examine  the 
men's  quarters,  to  ascertain  that  the  apart- 
ments are  free  from  damp,— that  the  bed- 
ding is  clean,  and  the  air  pure.— As  these 
Health-inspections  are  of  much  conse- 
quence to  the  welfare  of  the  Regiment,  the 
Surgeon  is  enjoined  to  report  the  same  to 
his  Commanding  Officer,  with  such  ob- 
servations as  may  arise  out  of  his  official 
visits. 


The  inoculation  of  the  Cow  Pock  is  to  Cow  Pock  ino- 
be  constantly  practised.    Let  every  man 
who  does  not  bear  the  mark  of  the  Small 

E  Pox, 
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Pox,  either  by  Inoculation  or  otlier\\ibe, 
be  subject  to  the  trial  of  the  Cow  Pock  (if 
it  lias  not  been  ah-eady  done)  after  the 
manner  described  in  Appendix,  (No.  5.) 
The  Cow  Pock  occasions  no  disturbance  to 
the  frame,  or  confinement  from  Duty,  and 
therefore  may  be  performed  either  in  Bar- 
racks or  Quarters.  When  Cow  Pock  mat- 
ter is  wanted,  application  may  be  made 
for  it  to  this  Office ;  but  the  respective 
Surgeons  are  expected  to  use  every  Pre- 
caution to  keep  up  a  supply  of  fluid  Mat- 
ter ;  and  in  such  a  field  of  Practice,  with 
due  frresigkt,  there  can  be  no  difficulty  or 
want. 

Stoppage  in  By  general  orders  of  Ilis  Royal  liigh- 
Hobpitd .       ^^^^^  ^^^^  Commander  in  Chief,  (for  which 

see  Appendix,  No.  6  and  7)  the  stoppage 
to  be  drawn  from  men  in  Hospital  is  fixed 
at  lOd.  per  day  ;  but  for  Boys  subsisted 
at  lOd.  the  stoppage  of  8d.  is  to  b*e  drawn. 

The  above  stoppage  and  the  general  Ex- 
penditure of  the  Hospital  are  under  the 
immediate  direction  of  the  Surgeon,  w  ho 
will  check  and  controul  the  Serjeants  ac- 
Wcckiy  Re-  counts,  being  himself  responsible  for  the 
due  appropriation  of  the  Money,  as  well  as 
for  the  general  Conduct  of  the  Hospital,

Blank  Forms  of  Returns  will  be  regularly 
famished  by  this  Office,  to  be  filled  up  hy 
the  Surgeon  himself,  and  certified  weekly, 
according  to  the  Instructions  given,  and  to 
be  transmitted  by  Sunday's  post  to  the  In- 
spector General. 

i([  For  the  comfort  of  the  Sick,  and  the 
simplicity  of  Accompts,  the  late  regula- 
tion, respecting  the  extra  price  of  Meat  and 
Bread  to  the  Sick  in  Hospital,  is  hereby 
done  away  ;  and  henceforward  the  neces- 
sary supplies  of  those  articles,  whether  m 
Quarters  or  in  Camp,  are  to  be  provided  . 
under  the  responsibility  of  the  Surgeon  at 
ihQ  actual. Market-Prke,  and  to  be  so 
charged  in  the  Weekly  Returns,  without  any 
reference  to,  or  demand  on  the  Paymaster. 
—The  Meat  should  be  of  prime  Quality, 
and  tiie  Bread  of  the  best  household  sort : 
the  actual  Market-Price  to  be  ascertained 
and  verified  by  the  Commanding  Officer, 
whose  approving  signature  is  required  to  be 
attached  to  the  Weekly  Retui'ns  transmit- 
ted by  the  Surgeon  to  the  Inspector  Gene- 
ral.

Diet-Table.  In  the  composition  of  these  Diets,  the 
Surgeon  must  conform  to  the  Table  in  the 
Appendix  (No.  8),  except  under  Circum- 
stances that  can  be  satisfactorily  explained 
in  the  next  Weekly  Return. 

Diet-Roll.         The  Diet  Roll  is  to  be  daily  filled  up, 
and  weekly  signed  by  the  Surgeon  of  the

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ture  Inspection.  As  this  serves  (with  the 
Hospital  Book)  for  a  Voucher  of  the 
Charges  in  the  Weekly  Return,  it  behoves 
the  Surgeon  to  be  very  circumspect  in  its 
Detail  ;  for  if,  on  inspection,  any  Char- 
ges appear  in  the  one  that  are  not  support- 
ed by  the  other,  the  Expence  will  inevita- 
bly fall  on  himself. 

When  Wine  is  indispensably  necessary,

It  should  be  given  as  long  as  the  urgency  ^^xt^v. 
exists,  but  no  longer  ;  and  porter  or  good 
beer  should,  whenever  the  case  will  admit 
of  it,  be  substituted  for  wine. 

The  washing  of  bedding  and  towels  in  Washing. 
Regimental  Hospitals  is  part  of  the  duty  of  / 
the  Nurse,  unless  her  time  be  otherwise 
occupied  by  a  heavy  sick  list ;  but  in  Bar- 
rack Hospitals,  this  duty  is  to  be  perform- 
ed by  the  Barrack  Department.    The  per- 
sonal washing  of  the  sick  is  to  be  commit- 
ted to  the  charge  of  some  woman  out  of 
the  Hospital,  and  to  be  paid  for  at  a  regu- 
lar price,  but  the  ordinary  washing  must  in 
no  case  e.vceed  Gd.  per  man  per  week.  All 
extra  washing  must  be  specifically  stated 
in  the  extra  table, 


When 
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Medicines,  When  a  Regiment  has  been  funiished 
ivith  one  or  more  Medicine  Chests,  (ac- 
cording to  its  strength)  the  subsequent 
Supplies  are  to  be  drawn  from  the  Public 
Elaboratory,  by  a  requisition  made  to  the 
Inspector  General,  half  yearly,  viz.  on  the 
24th  June,  and  24th  December. 

An  Invoice  of  the  Me^dicine  Chest  now 
in  use  is  given  in  the  Appendix,  (No.  9), 
and  the  Surgeon  is  expected  to  confine  his 
practice  to  it. 

When  a  Medical  Officer  of  a  Regiment 
desires  to  use  a  Medicine  not  in  his  Chest, 
he  must  procure  it  at  his  own  expence,  un- 
less in  his  Weekly  Return  he  can  explain 
the  peculiar  necessity  of  the  Case  that  call- 
ed for  it. 

At  the  before-mentioned  periods,  viz. 
24th  June,  and  24th  December,  the  Sur- 
geon will  send  Returns,  stating  the  quanti- 
ties  last  received,  the  present  stock  in  hand, 
and  a  detail  of  the  articles  to  be  renewed, 
with  the  quantities  that  may  in  his  judge- 
ment be  equal  to  the  probable  wants  of 
the  ensuing  six  months,  not  exceeding  the 
original  supply.  It  is  very  desirable  that 
all  intermediate  requisitions  be  ayoided, 

but 
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but  if  real  and  unexpected  consumption 
should  make  it  necessary,  the  extra  sup- 
ply must  be  drawn  as  before  from  the  Pub- 
lic Elaboratory.     No   Druggist's  charge 
will  be  admitted,  unless  the  Surgeon  has 
previous  permission  to  purchase  occasional 
articles  ;  or  unless  the  pressure  of  the  mo- 
ment will  not  allow  of  that  delay  :  the  cir- 
cumstances with  the  charge  must  be  then 
stated  in  the  next  Weekly  Return. 

The  Wives  and  Children  of  Soldiers  are  Aiio-nce  of 
allowed  Medicines  from  the  Chest,  but  this  ^^^^^ 
indulgence  is  not  to  extend  to  any  Charge 
on  the  Hospital  Fund. 

When  a  Detachment  is  without  a  Regi-  Regulated  ai- 

lowaiice  to 

mental  Assistant,  and  is  not  within  reach  Country  Frac- 
of  any  Military  Surgeon,  the  country  prac- 
titioners may  be  employed,    The  regula- 
ted allowance  has  been  at  Id.  per  man  per 
week,  for  medicines  and  attendance  ;  but, 
where  the  number  is  under  /iffyi  and  the 
Contract  cannot  be  made  for  that  Sum,  it 
is  allowable  to  give  6d.  per  month.  Every 
Officer  commanding  a  Detachment  should 
be  apprised  by  the  Reghnental  Surgeon  of 
this  Regulation,  and  of  the  necessity  for  cer- 
tifying in  the  Bill  the  precise  number  of 
men,  the  period  of  attendance,  and  that 

there 
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there  was  no  IMilitary  Medical  Officer  on 
the  spot,  or  within  a  reasonable  distance  • 
as,  without  this  Certificate,    the  Charoe 
Will  be  rejected.   (See  General  Order  Ap- 
pendix, No.  1.)    When,  from  the  preLure 
of  the  moment,  (on  a  march,  or  on  sick 
furlough)   such    agree.nents    cannot  be 
made,  the  country  practitioner  will  be  al- 
lowed to  charge  his  Medicines  at  a  price 
suited  to  such  class  of  Patients.    It  must 
here  be  well  understood,  that  men  are  not 
to  be  sent  on  sick  furlough  without  the 
previous  approval  of  the  Inspector  General 
of  Army  Hospitals  ;  and  that  no  medical 
expences  can  be  allowed  for  Men  on  other 
than  sick  furlough.

— The  Abstract,  when  appro- 
ved, will  be  returned  to  the  Surwon,  to 
be  by  him  delivered  to  the  Paymaster,  that 
the  amount  may  appear  in  his  Public  Ac- 
compts. 

^  N.B.  All  Bills  above  40s.  should  be  re- 
ceipted on  a  proper  stamp,  at  the  expence 
of  the  party  receiving  the  money. 

The  Surgeon  is  to  deposit  in  the  hands 
of  the  Pay-master,  monthly,  any  growing 
surplus  of  the  Hospital  Fund,  cither  ck- 

r  tached 
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tached  or  Regimental,  taking  his  Receipt 
for  the  same ;  and  when  Deiiciencies  shall 
call  for  an  advance  of  money  to  the  Sur- 
geon for  Hospital  uses,  the  Paymaster,  by 
an  Order  from  the  War  Office,  is  alloM-ed 
to  issue  it  on  account,  under  the  authority 
of  the  Commanding  Officer. 

Every  Surgeon,  before  he  quits  his  situ- 
ation or  leaves  the  kingdom,  must  make  up 
his  accompts  from  the  last  half  yearly  set- 
tlement, and  transmit  the  same  to  the  In- 
spector General,  or  he  will  be  charged  by 
the  Paymaster  to  the  whole  amount  of  the 
uncertified  Expenditure. 

All  Regimental  Surgeons  and  Assistant 
Surgeons  are  expected  to  take  care  of  the 
sick  of  any  other  Regiment,  Detachment, 
or  Recruiting  Party,  Men  on  furlough,  &c. 
whose  Regiments  are  at  a  distance. 

This  duty  is  not  confined  to  the  Line  and 
Militia  alone,  but  extends  itself  to  every 
class  of  Military,  either  in  the  Guards  or 
in  the  Ordnance  Department. 

f  When  a  Regiment  is  ordered  to  change 
its  Quarters,  the  Surgeon  is  to  transfer 
such  of  his  Sick  as  cannot  be  moved,  in

Hospital,  accompamed  with  a  detail  of  tlie 
cases  and  of  the  treatment,  for  the  informa- 
tion of  the  Surgeon  to  whose  care  they  are 
to  be  transferred. — •  The  exf>ence  attending 
the  removal  is  to  be  charged  in  the  Con- 
tingencies of  the  first  Weekly  Return  of 
the  Reo'iment  remo'vins;,  and  the  circuin- 
stances  of  the  case  are  to  be  detailed  as  a 
voucher  for  the  necessity  of  removal. 

The  removal  of  Hospital  Stores  is  not  J^f?mt>^'»f  «f 
a  charge  on  the  Hospital  I-und  ;  they  are 
considered  as  part   of  the  Regimental 
Baggage,  and  must  be  conveyed  according 
to  the  War  Office  regulations,  ^ 

All  Letters  and  Returns  to  the  Inspec- Modeof  con-?. 
tor  General,  or  any  other  Member  of  theKrmvMe- 
Army  Medical  Board,  must  be  sent  under  '^^'"^ 
cover  to  the  Right  Honourable  the  Secre- 
tary at  War,  War  Office,  with  the  words 
"  Medicid  Department  on  the  left-hand 
corner.

THE  Comraaiulcr  in  Chief  has  observed,  that  the  benefit  to  be  ex- 
pected to  the  Service  i'vom  the  increased  Establishment  of  the  Regi- 
mental Medical  Staff  Officers,  has  been  in  many  Instances  entirely  lost 
by  these  Officers  having  been  permitted  to  go  on  leave  of  Absence  in 
common  with  other  Officers  of  the  Regiment,  without  a  due  attention 
to  the  particular  nature  of  their  Employment,  and  to  the  importance 
and  necessity  of  their  constant  attendance ;  nor  has  the  expeuce  to 
the  PubUc,  for  the  extra  Attendance  of  Country  Practitioners  been  di- 
minished in  the  Proportion  which  might  have  been  expected,  from  the 
increased  Medical  Aid  which  has  been  afforded  to  Regiments. 

His  Ro3al  Highness  recommends  these  Observations  to  the  serious 
consideration  of  Officers,  in  ihe  command  of  Regiments,  and  enjoins 
ihcm  to  be  very  circumspect  in  the  Leaves  of  Absence  which  they 
hereafter  recommend  for  their  Regimental  Surgeon  and  Assistant  Sur- 
geon :  the  Applications  can  be  proper  only  in  one  of  the  following  In- 
stances, cither  that  from  the  Regiment  being  assembled  in  one  or  two 
Quarters,  and  remarkably  healthy,  the  Attendance  of  one  of  the  Medi^ 
cal  StaH'  Officcis  can  for  a  time  be  dispensed  with  ;  or  else,  that  from 
particular  circumstances  the  indulgence  of  Leave  of  Absence  to  an 
Officer  of  this  description,  becomes  an  object  of  most  material  Import- 
ance to  his  jnivate  Concerns. 

Officers  commanding  Detachments,  not  having  any  Medical  Staff 
Officer  attached  to  them,  are  immediately  on  arrival  at  their  Stations, 
to  enquire  whether  there  are  any  means  of  obtaining  Medical  Assistance 
from  a  Military  Staff  Officer  in  the  Vicinity,  and  it  is  only  in  cases 
when  such  Aid  cannot  be  obtained,  that  they  are  justified  in  having 
recourse  to  the  Practitioners  of  the  Country,  of  which  a  special  Report 
is  immediately  to  be  made  to  the  Officer  commanding  the  Regiment, 
who  will  state  the  same  to  the  Inspector  General  of  Regimental  Hospi- 
tals ;  hereafter,  no  charge  will  be  admitted,  for  extra  Expenccs  incur- 
red for  Medical  Assistance,/ihe  Necessity  of  which  has  not  at  the  time 
been  reported  in  the  manner  above  directed.

INSTRUCTIONS  FOR 

VACCINE  INOCULATION. 

LET  the  vaccine  fluid  be  taken,  for  the  purpose  of  Inoculation,  from 
a  pustule  that  is  making  its  progress  regularly,  and  which  possesses  the 
true  vaccine  character,  on  any  day  from  the  fifth  to  the  eighth,  or  even 
a  day  cr  two  later,  provided  the  efflorcBccnce  be  not  then  formed 
around  it.  When  the  efHorescence  is  formed,  it  is  always  most  prudent 
to  desist  from  taking  any  more  of  the  virus  from  that  pustule. 

To  obtain  the  virus,  let  the  edges  of  the  pustule  be  gently  punctured 
with  a  lancet  in  several  points.  It  will  gradually  ooze  out,  and  should 
be  inserted  upon  the  arm  about  midway  between  the  shoulder  and  the 
elbow,  either  by  means  of  a  very  slight  scratch,  not  exceeding  the 
eighth  part  of  an  inch)  or  a  very  small  oblique  puncture. 

A  little  red  spot  will  appear  on  the  punctured  part  on  the  third  day> 
if  the  operation  succeed,  which  on  the  fourth  or  fifth  becomes  percep- 
tibly vesicated.  It  goes  on  increasing  till  the  tenth  day,  when  it  is  ge- 
nerally surrounded  by  a  rose-coloured  efflorescence,  which  remains 
nearly  stationary  for  a  day  or  two.  The  efflorescence  then  fades  away, 
and  the  pustule  is  gradually  converted  into  a  hard  glossy  scab,  of  a  dark 
mahogany  colour.  These  progressive  stages  of  the  pustule  are  com- 
monly completed  in  sixteen  or  seventeen  days. 

A  single  pustule  is  sufl^cicnt  to  secure  the  constitution  from  the  small- 
pox ;  but  as  we  are  not  always  certain  the  puncture  may  take  effect, 
it  will  be  prudent  to  inoculate  in  both  arms,  or  to  make  two  punctures 
in  the  same  arm,  about  an  inch  and  a  half  asunder,  except  in  very  early 
infancy,  when  flic  re  is  a  great  susceptibility  of  local  irritation. 

If  the  efflorescence  surrounding  the  pustule  should  be  extensive,  and 
occasion  much  local  heat  upon  the  arm,  it  may  be  cooled  by  the  re- 
peated application  of  pieces  ©f  folded  linen,  dipped  in  cold  water  ;  or 
still  more  expeditiously  by  a  strong  solution  of  the  aqua  li/thargyri  ace- 
tad*  in  water ;  an  ounce,  for  example,  of  the  former  in  five  or  six  of 
the  latter.

Vaccine  virus,  taken  fi-om  a  pustule,  and  inserted  immediatcK-  in 
its  fluid  state,  is  preferable  to  that  wliicli  has' been  previously  dried  ;  but 
as  it  is  not  always  practicable  to  obtain  it  in  this  state,  wc  arc  compelled 
to  seek  Yor  some  mode  of -preserving  it.  Various  means  have  been 
suggested)  but  from  the  test  of  long  experience,  it  may  be  asserted,  that 
preserving  it  between  two  plates  of  glass  is  the  most  eligible.  Let  a 
piece  of  common  window  glass  be  cut  into  squareB,  of  about  an  inch 
each,  so  that  they  shall  lie  smooth  when  placed  upon  each  other,  i-et 
the' collected  vaccine  fluid  be  confined  to  a  small  spot  (about  the  size 
of  a  sphtpea)  upon  the  centre  of  one  of  these  glasses;  which  shoiild 
be  suffered  to  dry  in  the  common  heat  of  the  atmosphere,  Without  ex- 
posure to  the  heat  of  fire  or  the  sun.  When  dry,  it  should  be  imme- 
diately secured  by  placing  over  it  the  other  piece  of  glass.  IS^othing  mole 
is  riccessary  for  its  preservation  than  wrappi-ng  it  in  clean  writing  paper. 

The  virus,  thus  preserved,  when  wanted  for  the  purpose  of  Inocula- 
tion, may  easily  be  restored  to  its  fluid  state,,  by  dissolving  it  in  a  small 
|>ortion  of  cold  water,  taken  up  on  the  point  of  a  lancet.  It  may  then 
be  used  in  the  same  manner  as  when  just  taken  from  a  pu&tule. 

The  vaccine  fluid  is  liable,  from  causes  apparently  trifling,  to  ui\- 
dergo  a  decomposition.  In  this  state  it  sometimes  produces  what  has 
been  denominated  the  spurious  pustule  ;  that  is,  a  pustule,  or  an  ap- 
pearance on  the  arm  not  possessing  the  characteristic  marks  of  the  ge- 
nuine pustule.  Anomalies,  assuming  difl'erent  forms,  may  be  excited, 
according  to  the  qualities  of  the  virus  applied,  or  the  state  of  the  per- 
son inoculated  ;  but  by  far  the  most  frequent  variety,  or  deviation  from 
the  perfect  pustule,  is  that  which  arrives  at  maturity,  and  finishes  its 
progress  much  withiii  the  time  limited  by  the  true.  Its  commencement 
is  nmrkcd  by  a  troublesome  'itching;  and  it  throws  out  a  premature 
efflorescence,  sometimes  extensive,  but  seldom  circumsciibed,  or  of 
so  vivid  a  tint  as  that  which  surrounds  the  pustule  completely  organi- 
zccf;  and  (which  is  more  characteristic  of  its  degeneracy  than  the  other 
t,ymptoms)  it  appears  more  like  a  common  ffsteiing  produced  by  a 
thorn,  or  any  other  small  extraneous  body  sticking  in  the  skin,  than 
a  pustule  excited  by  the  vaccine  virus.  It  is  generally  of  a  straw  colour ; 

and 
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«ik1  when  puocturcd,  instead  of  that  colourless,  transparent  fluid  of 
the  perfect  pustule,  its  contents  arc  found  to  be  opaque,  'i'liat  duviatum 
from  the  conunon  character  of  the  pustule,  arising  frojn  vaccine  virus 
^\hichhas  been  previously  exposed  to  a  degree  of  heat  capable  of  de- 
composing it,  is  very  different.  I n  this  instance,  it  begins  witli  a  creep- 
■in^scab,  of  a  pale  brown  or  amber  col..)urj  nialiing  a  long  and  slow 
progress,  and  sometimes  .going  through  its  course  without  any  percepti- 
ble efflorescence.  Its  edges  are  commonly  elevated,  and  aft'ord,  on  be- 
ing punctured,  a  limpid  fluid. 

A  little  practice  in  vaccine  Inoculation,  attentively  cond acted,  nn- 
presses  on  the  mind  the  perfect  . character  of  the  vaccine  pustule  ;  there- 
fore when  a  deviation  arises,  of  whatever  kind  it  may  be,  common 
prudence  points  out  the  necessity  of  re-inoculation,  first,  with  vaccine 
virus  of  the  most  active  kind,  and  secondly,  should  this  be  ineffectual, 
with  variolous  virus.  But  if  the  constitution  shews  an  insusceptibility 
of  one,  it  commonly  does  of  the  other, 

^^'hen  any  constitutional  sjoiiptoms  occur  in  inoculated  Cow-pox, 
they  are  commonly  first  perceptible  (especially  in  children)  on  the 
fourth  or  fifth  clay.  They  appear  again,  and  sonictimcs  in  advdts,  not 
unlike  a  mild  attack  from  inoculated  small-pox,  on  the  eighth,  ninth, 
.or  tenth  day.  The  former  arise  from  the  general  effects  of  the  virus  on 
the  habit,  the  latter  from  the  irritation  of  the  pustule. 

If  the  effluvia  of  the  small-pox  have  been  received  into  the  habit 
previously  to  the  ii^oculation  of  the  vaccine  virus,  the  vaccine  inoculi- 
tion  will  not  alwfiys  be  found  to  stop  its  progress,  although  the  pustule 
may  make  its  advances  without  interruption.. 

The  lancet  used  for  inoculation  should' always  be  perfectly  clean. — 
After  eacli  puncture,  it  is  proper  to  dip  it  into  water,  and  wipe  it  dry. 
The  Practitioner  should  be  particularly  cautious  in  observing  that  its 
point  be  free  from  rust,  either  contracted  by  common  means,  or  ixom  the 
action  of  the  vaccine  virus  ;  which,  even  when  dry  a,ndin  contact  with 
it,  has  a  tendency,  in  |i  little  time,  to  produce  it  j  ihereforc  the  preser- 
vation of  vaccine  virus  upon  a  lancet,  beyond  the  period  of  a  few  days, 
should  never  be  attempted,

in  the  month  of  September,  IjgQ,  having  directed  that  the  sum  of  4s. 
per  week  should  be  retained  out  of  the  pay  of  the  Soldier,  for  his 
maintenance  while  m  the  Regimental  Hospital,  and  for  the  incidental 
cxpences  of  the  said  Hospital ;  and  it  being  thought  proper  to  establish 
a  new  rate  of  Stoppage  applicable  to  the  above  purposes,  and  to  the 
Pther  purpose  hereafter  mentioned.— It  is  His  Majesty's  pleasure,  that, 
from  the  25th  September  next  inclusive,  the  sum  of  lOd.  a  day  shall 
be  retained  by  the  Pay-Master,  or  Acting  Paymaster,  out  of  the  Pay 
and  Beer-money  of  each  Non-commissioned  Officer,  Trumpeter,  Drum-- 
nier,  and  Private  Man  of  his  Majesty's  Regiments  of  every  descrip- 
tion, during  the  lime  of  their  being  in  the  Regimental  Plospital ;  and 
that  the  same  be  paid  over  to  the  Regimental  Surgeon,  as  a  Fund,  to 
be  applied  by  him,  under  the  superintendance  of  the  Commanding 
Oflicer,  to  the  maintenance  of  the  men,  and  the  general  Expences  of 
the  Hospital. 

It  is  His  Majesty's  further  order,  that  regular  Accompts  of  the 
expenditure  for  the  above  Services,  be  kept  by  the  Regimental  Sur- 
geons of  the  Regiments  of  Cavalry  and  Infantry  of  the  Line,  to  be 
furnished  by  them  (being  previously  certified  by  the  Commanding 
Officer)  to  the  InspectorrGencral  of  Army-Hospitals,  at  such  times 
and  in  such  forms  as  shall  be  prescribed  through  the  said  Inspector- 
General,  in  order  that,  in  the  case  of  a  deficiency  of  the  said  Fund,  the 
same  may  be  made  good  ;  j^nd  that,  in  the  case  of  a  Surplus,  the  same 
nifiy  be  applied  to  the  general  iMedical  Expences  of  the  Corps,.
